RELEVANT  COURSES 

Registration  at  Avila  for  both  resident  and  non-resident 
students  is  an  early  one  this  year,  August  27  and  28.  Enroll- 
ment is  expected  to  be  well  above  600. 

Relevant  courses  in  the  late  afternoon,  evening,  and  on 
Saturday  will  be  available  again  for  full-time  and  part-time 
students.  Continuing  education  for  teachers  includes 
psychology,  creative  teaching,  teaching  of  the  exceptional 
child,  health  education,  art,  organization  and  management, 
instructional  media,  teaching  of  French  and  Spanish,  as  well 
as  others. 

For  school  nurses,  a special  course  on  school  health  pro- 
gram development  will  be  offered.  Teachers  of  the  men- 
tally retarded  or  of  the  emotionally  disturbed  will  be  of- 
fered courses  in  various  important  phases  of  their  work. 

Parents,  teachers,  and  volunteer  helpers  will  find  the 
courses  in  religious  studies  helpful:  Scripture  Study, 
Catechetical  Perspectives,  The  Person  Christ,  Psychology  of 
Religious  Development,  and  Dynamics  of  the  Christian 
Message. 

In  the  relatively  new  field  of  communications  and  enter- 
tainment, a course  on  the  film  of  today,  its  use  and  its 
exploitation,  will  be  offered.  Of  current  interest  too  will  be 
the  Seminar  on  Peace  and  a course  on  urban  history. 

Other  late  afternoon  and  Saturday  courses  are  Meta- 
physics; Principles  of  Marketing;  Comparative  Literature; 
Twentieth  Century  Novel;  Calculus  and  Analytic  Geometry 
III;  Comparative  Political  Systems:  Britain,  France,  West 
Germany;  Cultural  Anthropology;  Social  Psychology;  Inter- 
mediate Spanish  Conversation;  Creative  Movement. 

Registration  on  August  27  and  28  will  be  held  from  8 to 
4:30  for  full-time  and  part-time  students.  On  August  28, 
part-time  students  may  also  register  in  the  evening  from 
6:30  to  8:30.

NEW  CALENDAR 

A new  spirit  pervades  Avila  with  the  opening  of  the  fall 
semester.  With  the  adoption  of  the  4-1-4  calendar,  students 
are  already  looking  forward  to  a year  with  added  op- 
portunities. The  first  semester  will  end  on  December  19. 
The  month  of  January  will  be  an  interim  period  during 
which  there  will  be  intensive  classes,  institutes,  and 
practicum  experience. 

For  the  most  part,  the  offerings  during  the  interim  will  be 
opportunities  not  otherwise  available  at  Avila.  In  the  art 
department,  students  can  experiment  in  work  in  ceramics, 
drawing  and  painting  in  various  media,  and  textile  design. 
In  chemistry,  field  experience  in  industrial  chemistry, 
research  problems,  and  investigation  of  nuclear  chemistry 
will  be  offered.  Students  majoring  in  education  can  obtain 
orientation  in  teaching,  study  of  the  child's  world,  and 
experience  in  working  with  normal  and  disturbed  children. 

A trip  to  New  York  has  been  planned  for  fine  arts  stu- 
dents with  attendance  of  performances  in  art,  music,  and 
drama.  A five-day  trip  to  the  Southwest  to  study  early 
history  and  culture  has  been  planned  for  history  students. 
Math  students  will  observe  and  work  in  computer  science. 
The  department  of  nursing  will  study  disaster  nursing, 
addictive  drug  habits,  intensive  coronary  care,  and  con- 
cepts of  hemodialysis. 

Psychology  students  will  have  study  sessions  and 
laboratory  experience  in  psychological  science,  and  group 
interaction.  Sexual  mores  in  the  United  States  will  be 
studied.  Sociology  students  can  explore  the  urban  commu- 
nity, the  problems  faced  by  unmarried  mothers,  and  the  life 
patterns  of  group  minorities.  Drama  students  will  plan  and 
present  a theatre  production.  Individual  and  group 
coaching  in  voice,  diction,  and  movement  will  be  offered. 

Only  a few  of  the  offerings  are  included  here.  A full 
listing  will  be  available  in  October.  Course  length  and 
credit  hours  will  be  determined  by  the  various  depart- 
ments. Full-time  students  will  have  no  additional  tuition 
costs.
